The Society is 
using several methods to clarify 
“intent”: searching out samples of 
old royalty distribution from the 
publisher source, hunting for 
copies of notarized royalty deals 
between writers and pubbers 
well as deals made on paper 
among the writers themselves. 

Dale from Mid-20's 

The copyrights coming due in 
the coming years are products of 
the mid-twenties, considered one 
of the golden eras in the annals of 
music business. While most of the 
monied pubbers have found it not 
to their advantage to grab shares 
of renewals or to have their re¬ 
newals split, such is not the case 
among the newer pubbers whose

These 
younger pubs have, thru their 
maneuvers to land renewals of 
value, upset the general nature of 
the renewal market. Values on 
renewals in actual cash outlays 
and in contractual terms have 
risen considerably Too, many 
writers whose tunes are coming 
up for renewal, prefer to have the 
copyright remain with the origi¬ 
nal publisher, rather than see'the 
tune split among two pubbers. 
The latter situation, they feel, is 
conducive to small action on the 
song.

Exports Jump in Value 


per exported machine was S336.45. 
This rose to a peak of $432.30 
in 1950. 

The average price per machine 
showed a sharp drop to S357.63 
for the first 11 months of 1951. 
However, exporters explain the 
decline this way: 

During the war no new ma¬ 
chines were produced. As a re¬ 
sult. used equipment skyrocketed 
in price. When production was 
resumed after the war, used 
equipment still remained so high 
many foreign buyers felt it ad¬ 
visable to pay a little more and 
get new machines. 

Used Equipment 

However, during the last year, 
the supply of postwar used equip¬ 
ment became plentiful and the 
price reasonable enough for the 
first time to tempt foreign buyers. 
The result was a decrease in the 
number of new machines exported 
in 1951 and a rise in the export 
of used equipment. 

All thru the postwar years to 
date, the “historical” markets of 
Venezuela, Cuba. Salvador, Co¬ 
lumbia have ranked high. Bel¬ 
gium also figured prominently 
thruout these years and now 
Canada has been returned to the 
fold. 

Most of these countries have 
maintained relatively free and 
open markets where the currency 
of various nations could be freely 
exchanged. Exporters explain 
that Venezuela's economy is 
backed by oil; Columbia's and 
Salvador’s bv coffee, and Cuba’s 
by sugar. When the revenue 
from these sources comes in. these 
countries relax import controls 
and licensing and can be counted 
oh to buy heavily. 

The figures over the postwar 
years show that no pattern can 



be established as to what the 

best times of the year are for 
exporting. In some years the 
mid-winter months were strong¬ 
est: in others spring, fall and 
summer. 

As things now stand, exporters 
feel the foreign markets are go¬ 
ing to become increasingly im¬ 
portant as an expanding, stable 
market and that more and more 
domestic distributors will be ship¬ 
ping equipment abroad. 

Foreign markets, they say, are 
now approaching normalcy and. 
with the price of used equipment 
dropping, the proportion of used 
new equipment being sold is 
leveling out to a more standard, 
realistic ratio. As more and more 
foreign areas open, exporters feel 
overseas markets are going to be 
greater in size and value to both 
manufacturers, distributors and 
the industry generally.
